J3e it tnacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. That Addison Emerson, James Mills, C. Weeb, Win.
Creek, J. Andrews, E. W. Thrift, G. Metcalf, A. H. Hotcbkiss, H. J. San-
derson, M. Williams, and all such other persons as shall hereafter become
members of this society, be and they arc. hereby constituted a body cor-
porate and politic by the name of the " Minnesota Typographical Union."

SEC. 2. That they shall be capable of suing and, being sued, to con- <ht.TMtMf|nM
tract and be contracted ^ith, plead and be implcodad, prosecute and
defend, answer and be answered in any court of record or elsewhere.

SEC. 3. That the said Union is hereby made capable in law to pur-
chase and hold any estate, real, personal or mixed, so far as the same may IMUHUM of «r
bo necessary to carry on the legitimate business of said Union hereinafter, ***•
prescribed, or to secure the payment of any debts that may be owing -
thereto, the same to grant, sell, lease, mortgage or otherwise dispose of for
the benefit of said Union; and to devise and keep a common seal, to make
and enforce any by-laws, rules and regulations, not contrary to the laws of
the United States or of this Territory, and to enjoy all the privileges, fran-
chises and immunities incident to a corporation.

SEC. 4. That the corporate concerns of said Union shall be managed
by a board of directors, consisting of not less than five ; a majority of the
board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business.

SBC. 5. That the board of directors shall have power to elect a presi-
dent, secretary and treasurer, and such other officers as they may deem no-
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SEO, 6. The corporators of the said Union shall meet on the first
Wednesday in April next, and elect by ballot directors to serve for one
year, and to transact such other business as aboil come before them; said
board of directors shall havo power to fill all vacancies that may occur in
their board by resignation, death or otherwise, and shall hold their offices
until their successors are elected.

SEC. 7. The said Union shall be and is hereby authorized to establsh,
maintain and keep a library, in the city of St. Paul, and shall furnish the
same with books, maps, charts, drawings, paintings and statuary ; and shall
have power to make and establish such rules and regulations for the gov-
ernment of said library as they may deem best calculated to promote the
interests of said library; Provided, that such rules and regulations shall
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let uk* effect.
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cantain nothing that may be contrary to tho Constitution and laws of the
United States or tho Organic Act of this Territory.

®EO' 8" ^at *ke 8£U<* Union shall have power to make and establish
such charges of tho loan of books, maps, charts, drawings, paintings or
statuary, as they shall deem proper, and shall have power to receive and
collect all dues and fees that may be owing- to the Union from the afore-
said causes; Provided, that said library shall bo kept open every day ex-
cept Sunday, and that free access Rhall be given thereto to all persons
desiring the same ; Provided further, that any person taking from said
library any book or other property belonging thereto shall return the same
ia accordance with the regulations and requirements of the aforesaid rules
of said library ; and provided further, that any person refusing or neglect-
ing to return any book or other property within the time specified, in good
condition, the same or the value thereof may be recovered by civil process
issued out in the name of said Union.

SEC. 9. This Act shall take effect from and after its passage.
